The Current Market 


The market for top-quality world coins has never been stronger, as 
evidenced by the increasing number of buy ads appearing in various 
trade publications. A further sign of market strength is that more 
dealers in stamps and U.S. coins are now buying high-quality world 
coins with an eye to the future. Dealers realize that mintage figures for 
many world coins reveal that hundreds of them are greatly underpriced 
on today’s market — particularly when compared to U.S. coins of 
similar mintages. Among the most sought-after coins: the 19th Century 
German States coinage in Mint State and Proof; Swiss Cantonal coinage 
in top grade, which has virtually disappeared from the market; and 
Shooting Thalers in top quality, which have also vanished. It has been 
reported that many of the Shooting Thalers are now in Japan, as 
Japanese tourists and businessmen have actively bought up the 
available supply on their visits to Switzerland. English hammered and 
milled coins are showing strong advancement as more collectors start 
acquiring this already popular series. The future of world coins has 
never been brighter. True collectors are buying quality coins not only 
for their intrinsic beauty but also with the knowledge that these coins 
are sound purchases for the future.

The ANA Grading System 


Ancient and world coin collectors who have seen our offerings in 
Coin World, World Coin News and Inventory Selections often ask 
why New England uses the American Numismatic Association (ANA) 
grading system rather than the Sheldon system used by some other 
world coin dealers. New England did use the Sheldon system for many 
years, but because it was adjectival rather than numerical, it seemed to 
cause considerable confusion among our customers. For example, 
coins in Uncirculated condition were variously described as: Choice 
UNC, Gem UNC, Brilliant UNC, Brilliant Gem UNC, Superb Brilliant 
Gem UNC, etc. Remembering the relative values of these adjectival 
grades soon became a complex task. 


In response to these difficulties, New England converted to the 
ANA system in February of 1979. Being numerically based, it is easier 
to remember the relative values of ANA grades. (The higher the 
number, the better the grade.) In addition, the amount of numbers 
involved in the system make ANA grades a more exact way to designate 
the condition of a coin. Because of this, the ANA grading system is 
rapidly being adopted by the entire numismatic community.

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Collecting World Coins: An Overview 


Ancient and world coins can be a fascinating hobby. When entering 
the field, most collectors recognize the wisdom in the adage ‘first the 
book then the coin.” They obtain a solid background in ancient and 
world coins before they begin planning their collections. As a service to 
new collectors, New England presents this brief history of the origins of 
coinage and a survey of the many resources available to the ancient and 
world coin collector. 


The Origins of Coinage 

No one really knows the origin of coinage, but scholars feel 
reasonably sure that this remarkable development occurred in the latter 
part of the 7th Century B.C. in western Asia Minor (modern Turkey). It is 
impossible to say whether it was the Greeks of lonia or Lydia who made 
the first crude attempts at coinage — globules of electrum without 
obverse or reverse design. But the Greeks were widely scattered 
throughout much of the Mediterranean at that time, so it is not 
surprising that the new invention spread rapidly. By the second half of 
the 6th Century B.C., coinage had already expanded westward from 
Asia Minor. 


Traditions that were established in this formative period of 
numismatics have had a strong impact on all subsequent coinage. The 
Greeks recognized coinage as a new medium of artistic expression, and 
religious subjects were the dominant theme in the earliest phases. Later, 
issuing authorities seized the opportunity to advertise the virtues of their 
states. With the establishment of the Hellenistic Kingdoms, came the 
first royal portraiture. 


From these beginnings, other ancient cultures — Roman, Judean, 
Byzantine, Indian, and Chinese — developed their own varieties of 
coinage. The designs on these ancient coins usually depict some 
historical scene or make some political or religious allusion. From the 
artistic point of view, early coins reflect prevailing styles in art. Coins are 
also. significant illustrations of contemporary life in a given period. 
Notable events, traditions, social and political changes, and artistic 
achievements are faithfully recorded in the inscriptions and designs 
they bear. 


Coin Collecting: An Early Hobby 

Numismatics provides valuable information to so many fields of 
study, it is no wonder that coin collecting became one of man’s earliest 
hobbies. Roman patricians collected Greek coins. Fourteenth Century 
Italian nobles collected Roman coins. English gentlemen of old 
considered the study of ancient coins a crucial part of a proper 
education. Famous men who interested themselves with coins include 
Nero, Copernicus, Michelangelo and James Watt. But until the 19th 
Century, the hobby of coin collecting was considered reserved for the 
upper classes. 


Today, however, coin collecting is limited neither to privileged 
collectors nor to ancient coins. Modern coins (coins dated from 1450 
onward) of all countries have become a rewarding area for many 
collectors. And like ancients, modern coins contain much historical 
information and artistic value. For example, most foreign countries, 
especially Germany, constantly recorded their military victories on their 
coinage. And foreign engravers were usually given more artistic 
freedom than their American counterparts, so these coins are often 
miniature pieces of fine art.
